Toward the end of the trial the defense sought to take the testimony of an 
FBI Lab Ghent, Frederic Whitehurst, who had alleged that an FBI witness in the Simpson 
case had aliased evidence. There were then other allegations the source of which ± do 
not now recall, allegations of FBI perjury.lt was also alleged to fake evidence. With 
this earlier experience I assumed A i would have no interest so * did not phone you, 
but under oath myself I attributed perjury to FBI agents, inclc/uing from the Lab, 
in some of my FUIA lawsuits. I was not cliarged with perjury, which my affidavits were 


if 1 lied. Instead the dedense againt my allegation was that 1 could make such alle- 


gations ad infinitira because I knew more about yltlie JFK ansassination and its investi- 
gations tlian anyone working for the FBI# The judge actually accepted that non sequetur. 

In my current book, NEVER AGAIN! I have tlireo FBI photos^ of the FBI faking 
evidence in the JFK case# If you'd like a copy, when you are nearby stop off. I think 
this is an issue that is not going to die and if it cornes up again you can then have 
earlier evidence of it. 

That book lias been out folfsis months and I've had not a peep of complaint 
from the FBI or anyone mentioned in it# 


Hy perhaps old-fasliioned belief is that when either side cotrtupts evidence it 
subverts our system of justice. 

I do not know tliat there is any point in reminding your desk but if you 
want to, feel free.
